Antagonifts have profeſſed, 

Bur may ſome ſay, We grant that the enmiry of 
the natural man'is ſuch, that he cannot bur oppoſe 
truth ; But how comes it co paſs, that Profeſſors 
oppoſe and perſecute the praiſe of their own pro- 
Ffons > I anſwer, 

1. More generally , Becauſe notwithſtandi 
the ſhew of Religion, they may be inthe gall of bit- 
terneft , and rherefore in time will turn, or rather 
return ( when they have ſerved their ends by pre- 
rences ) withthe Dog to the vomit , and with the Sow 
that was waſhed, ro the wallowing in the myre, being 
ſuch as may be compared ro the Stoxny-ground , who 
in time of rempration ( through the want of root'} 
fallaway, and with Demas embrace this cvil world, 
aud with 7udas betray Chriſt, through whoſe Name 
they had wrought Miracles.

that time 2: and the ſure Pcomiſe of a good in« 
heritance to come, was his great encourage= 
ment to fellow God, becanſe he believed 
bis Word. This ſeparation once made, is cone 
tinued in his ſeed through the Generations that 
followed; they arc not again mixed & ſcattered 
abroad , bur it diftinguiſhes between the viſible 
Church and the world, as a wall of partion. 
So, when /ſrae/ came out of Egypt to receive 
the inheritance of the Promiſe , Ba/aam aid 
of him, Lo, the People ſhall dwell alone, and 
ſhall ot be reckoned among the Nations, In 
Abrams , ard ſo in J1ſraels ſeparation and 
bleſſing , ma*n might haye ſeen che difference 
berwecn the Government of the true, and falſe, 
or faln ſeei 3 the Curſe preyailing and increas» 
fing in the one; and the bleſſhng -in the other. 
And indeed , let usa lictle compare, and ap» 
ply things as we go: This is a Type of Goſpel- i 
times, and ſheweth what we have plainly ſet 
down ; If any man comeuato Chriſt , be muff

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Children, and Brethren and Sifter , yea, 
and bis own Life alſo, elſe he cannot be 
bis Diſciple ; and in our Goſpel-order , and 
obedience , we_ muſt be ſeparated from an- 
believers, nnreghteoms ones , works of dark- 
neſs, and idols, as Pawl (aith unto the Corin- 
thians. 

Aﬀer Abram was come into Canaes , The 
Lord his God renewed his promiſe unto him, 
and eſtabliſhed his Covenant with him , as we 
may ſce in the 12,13,15,17, & 32. Chap, of 
Geneſis, Burt before we come to ſpeak fo pare 
ticularly of that , what is noted of Abram in 
the T4. Chap. is worth our taking notice of , 


as being of ſingular uſe unto our purpoie. #her 
Abrabam had beard that Lot bi Brothers 


| ſon was taken Captive by the four Kings, be 


armed his tr amed ſervants born in bis bouſe, 
(to ſhew the Diſpenſation he was then under, 
and for a figure of the time to come ) he pay- 


ſued them , and divided bimſelf againſt 


them by night, and ſmote them. and brought 
back all the goods, and bis Brother Lot, aud 
bis goods, and the women , and the people. 
In this notable ation , Abram zained much 
honour ,” eſpegigh ing himſelf the ſpoile 
of his enem! Magecegricy was evident ; 
tor wordly honour, 

: this is & peculiar 
Diſpenſacion he re=

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preſented, he was alſo highly owned herein (as 
he undertook the work for Conſcience ſake”) by 
God , who gave unto him a peculiar blefſing, 
And Melchiſedee K ing'of Salem ( firſt 
being by imerpretation King of Righteouſ- 
neſs; and after that alſo King of Salem, 
which u King of Peace : The peculiar Type 
of Chriſt ; without Father,and without Mo- 
ther , without deſcent, having meither be- 
Finning of days, nor end of life : but made 
{ike unto the Son of Ged, abideth a Prieff 
continually) brought forth Bread and Wine ; 
and be was the Prieff of the moſÞ Hrgh God. 
And be bleſſed hi13 and ſard, Bleſſed be A- 
: Gram, of the moſt High Ged , poſſeſſor of 
heaven and earth + axd bleſſed be the meſt 
High God , which hath delivered thine e- 
nemies ingo thine hand.

Now that the whole world 
was Carried away afcer fin, and all lefr ourof 
Covenant with Abraham, was the effeRt of 
the Curſe » that mightily prevailed in all che 
ſeed of the Serpent , who are now ſhut out of 
the viſible Church. 

Again, after ſaec, the Son of promiſe, was

THE SPIRIT OF DELIVERANCE, 
It is faid of him, that it came into bus heart to 
viſit bis Brethren, and ſcerng one of them 
ſuffer wrong. he defended him, and avenged 
him: this ſpirit ſuffers not the Egyprian to touch 
his brother : for be [wppoſed rhey would have 
axderflood, how God by by band would deli- 
ver them, but they nnderſtood not. Yer, we 
may cbſerve.that this ſpiric (which firſt was on» 
ly given to Moſes, and many years before the 
ſec rime of deliverance)doth nor prelencly prevail 
againſt che Egyptians z bur for a time muſt fly 
from the face of Pharaoh for refuge. Aud Mo- 
ſes fled, and was a ſtranger in the Land of 
Midian fourty years. It is lawtul, and no ways 
ciſhonorable,under an aRtiveDiſpenſation.co fly 
for a time, for ſatery,and advantage to our woke 
Againe , the Lamb-like ſuffering ſpirit that was 
now inthe whole people , would not make any 
uſe of means for deliverance, although their bog» 
dage was very grievous s [neither had they any 
ght in that time , or in the work of that times 
Nay , though they groan and cry under their 
burthens, and figb, by reaſon of bondage, yer 
they will not bear the ſpirit that was given unto 
Moſes : who made thee a Judge, or Ruler 0- 
ver a ? thou wouldeſt make thy ſeit great,and 
be our leader, When the deliverance of the 
Goſpel-Chutch is near, it will be a time of yery

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the work, or time of it neither, ſcarce at all in 
the Difpenſacion. The light of Moſes or the Jew, 
will croſs the light of the whole body z becauſe 
hereof ,' few will be able co bear ſuch a contrary 
ſpiritt,as being at a ſtand, whence it is ? what 2re 
their eads ? what call they have? whether the 
leaft death, or croſs of viſible things be not jn 
pp rothem? ſo alſo for want of light, 
oft Chriſtians will be preſſing aſter another 
work , and Diſpenſation, There will be great 
difficulty, and pangs inthe Birth of Reſtoration, 
Which is very ſmall in its beginning , and yer a 
goodly ſeed to look upon , tothe eye of Faith.

( 5- ) We are not herein without a ſure Foun- 
dation for faith, and comfort : This Promiſe 
is immutable, wnchangeable, and was before 
the Law , eftabliſhed for an everlaſting Co- 
wenant , confirmed by an Oath ; wherein 
God was more abundantly willing , to ſhew

T H.E next thing weare to go upon ( ac- 

cording to our method ) is to bring the 
matter » a5 we have gone through it, ina 
line of hiſtory, and argument , down to our 
timezand purpoſe-and to make ſeme application 
to the Saints. 

The Queſtion ts proponnded , Whether we 
are yet come unto the Alttive-Diſpenſation, 
preceding Deliverance, 

Before we fall direRly upon the thing , it will 
be ſeaſonable here to minde what we havye hint- 
ed before, for a general rule, in order to the 
right underfiandiag of the Premiſes, and for a 
help to thy judgment , wherein we ſball be 
wanting : We cannot bave aclear judgment, 
and inſight, into owr preſent duty and work, 
sf we miſplace (as weareapt todo) the 
Propheeres, Promiſes, or precepts of the 
Scriptures, Let the time therefore of every 

. purpoſe be ſought out ( we ſpeak not ſtriQly of 
the iadividual,& ſet time,but laregly of _— 
2 
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and the things that belong to that time z Here- 
by, 2. we fhall diſcera the harmony, and 
oneneſs of the Scriprares , as they reſpeR the 
two Diſpenſations , and the things that belong 
ro both. 2,.Ss ſhall we bave light in our 
Dwellings , to know what Iſrael ought to 
do, and wherein we may ſerve God acceprably 
in our Generatiov, whillt thick-darkneſs covers 
all Egypt, - 
Now , we are not left without a teaching ex- 
ample , which {eryeth well unto our times, and 
works, in the Diſpenſation Abrabam. Moſes, 
and /ſrae/ was nnder ; which we have proved 
ro be an Ative-Difpenſation, and a Type of 
the great deliverance , and Reforation , to 
come unto the whole Iſrael of God, and ſeed of 
Promiſe, ia the times , which are more emis 
nently, and viſibly, the day of Chrifts power. 
Our wotk ſhall therefore be ( as the moſt gra 
tious Lord , ſhall help in knowledge , and ut= 
rerance) a, little to look into (by way of Eſſay, 
tending to reſolve the prefeat inquiry) the Com- 
mands which were.given forth , and rook place 
in their times + their duty , and the nature of 
their work under that Dilpenſation and the 
devices, and temptations of Satan , whereia 
he oppoſed himſelf to the defigne of God, 
which'was then to take place 2 and therewith to 
compare our. preſent time , in the appearance, 
and ſpirit of it Were this throughly performs 
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ed, as we could wiſh ( not that our ability is 
ſuch ; bur whilft others far more able, and 
learned in the Myſteries of Chriſt, areſilent ; 
we reckon it our duty, according to what we 
haye received , to bear a further witneſs unto - 
the truch : hoping (above any ether thing) the 
ſame may be acceptable unzo God , and his 
people , whom we defire fingly to ferye ) we 
doubt not , bur therein ſome light would 
break forth; 1, To diſcern ſomething more 
of the depth, and mechod of Satan. 2. En- 
abling us , to make a clear Judgment, 
whether we are under the ARtiye-Diſpenſatt- 
ON. 

We have a choyce example in faithful {4- 
brabam : at the word of the Lord , He for- 
ſook bis own Country , and ba fathers houſe, 
that he might follow the Lord throwghly in 
his Generation; who therefore bleſſed him in 
all things , and was with him in all that be 
adsd. Sccondly, he refuſed to inrich himſelf by 
the ſpoile of his enemies, the Kings. If any na- 
dertake a work of this nature , for any erds, 
wherein, felf, honour, the wcerld , or gaine is 
bur mixed , the fire will try them, and the 
day will make trem manifeſt, If the men of 
Our times had but followed this ſelf-denying 
leflon in AHbraham, their remprations and 
ſnares had not bren fo great, 1s ar this day. 


Then Moſes refmſed to be called the fon of 
Pha- 
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Pharaohs Daughter, forſook Egypt, though 
he was lear ned in all the wiſdom thereof, 

efteemed the veproach of Chriſt greater 
riches thews the treaſures 1 Egypt. Theſe 
examples do naturally fall in wich our Diſpen- 
ſation , and are well ſuired unto us. Is there 
any man that's noble , rich . mighty , or wile, 
that will ſerve God in chis Gcneration? Let him 
deny himſelf of theſe, and God will give him 
the Paradiſe-Wiſdom from above , and riches, 
and honour in this work : For Godlineſs & pro- 
fitable nnto all things , having the Promiſe 
of this life, and that which ts to come, And 
Joſeph was bleſſed with the bleſſings of hea» 
veu above . bl:ſſings of the deep chat theth 
wndey bleſſings of the breſks and of the womb. 
Yea, the bleſſings of hu Father , prevailed 
above the bleſſings of bis Progeniters. It 
we are come ugto the Actiye-Diſpeaſation , we 
muſt find this noble ſpirit among che Saints ; 
this publick Generation-{piric. {t is true, all 
along under the ſuffering-Diſpenſation z this 
has been a ſpecial duty upon Saints , to geny 
themſelyes , that their Communion and fellows 
ſhip with the Father might be intire. Bur 
here we are toput a diſtinRion z It is now re». 
quired 1n Saints, got onely, for their private. , 
comfort, and joynt-Commnnion , but for 
more general , and publick cod , and good; 
for a witneſs againſt all the Generations of _ 
Els

> 2, The Anger of the Lord was hot againſt 
Ifr asl. aud he delivercd them into the hands 
of ſpezlers that ſpoyled thems , and he ſold 
them into the hands of their enemies round 
#bont , ſo that they could no longer ftand be- 
fore them , So mightily had* their fin weake- 
ned their hands, #hrtherſorver they went ont, 
the hand of the Lord was againft them for 
evil, as the Lord had ſaid , and as be had 
ſworne unto them + and they were greatly 
diftreſſcd ; Judg. 1. and 2, Chap. Sin, and 
Trantgrefion is the open Gapp , for all man- 
ner. of plagues , and judgments. When Satan 
has allured a 'people unto fin through his tem» 
ptationss, then are they in his ſnare, and in 
chemfelves difinabled in their work $ which is 
Rill the defigne of Satan , eſpecially when ſuch 
' a'work goes: reareft unto his intereſt , in the 
world of unbelievers , as the work of this bleſ- 
fed: diſpenſation. did moſt perfeAly. Never- 
theleſs his love is not yet turned (into the bic- 
rergeſs of judgment z But the gracious Lows 
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with whom: there is mercy that he may be fea> 
red , Raiſed them up deliverers , and judges 
which ſaved chem from the hand of chem thac 
ſpoyled chem. The Lord was with the Juegers 
and gave wnto them of his Spirit (thefpiric 
of deliverance » ſuitable unto their Diſpenſa « 
tioa ) therefore was Iſrael ſaved , for it repens 
tedthe Lord, becanſe of their proanings , 
by reaſon of them that oppreſſed them , and 
vexed them, Ye: , becauſe of the curſe, 
and the faare that was ſaid for them , to try 
them , in their diſobedience unto thoſe come 
mands , which fo neceſſarily related ugro their 
miniſtration 3 They wonld not bearken ants 
their judges , but went a whoring after other 
gods : they turned quickly ont of the way 
which their fathers walked in , they knew 
vet the Lord , they corrupted themſelves 
wore then their fathers, they ceaſed not 
from their own doings , nor from their ftiub- 
borue way , and they tranſgreſled the covenant. 
Hence, the very foundation of their promiſes 
is gone, and loſt in their grievous rebellion, and 
{trange wayes 2 and they might all have peri- 
ſhed, had not grace interpoſed ; had not mercy 
triumphed aboye juſticez and had not God 
been merciful to their ſin (their publick, na- 
tional , crying fin) a»d healed their beck-ſli- 
dings. At leaſt ,. they might have loſt theic 
Diſpenſacioa (which Satan deſignes to put out, 
G 2 
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n the jighty and ſpirit of it.) And the curſe 
might have prevailed as upon the old World : 
ſo rhey might have flill been held (as in the 
ſuffering D:(penfation) in grievous bondage 
and ferviiude yz and the ſeed of the curſe might 
have continnaily had the rule and dominien cyer 
them 3 have taken their Laws from them, and 
marred cheir government and order. But God 
Mics then 1n meaſure , ſcr his covenants, and 
mercies ſake; firlt , be ſold them intotbe band 
of C njhan- Riſhatbaim , king of Meſopota- 
mia; ana they ſerved him eight years, 
And when they cryed wnto the Lord , be ras- 
" fed them up a deliverer , Othniel the ſon of 
Ken , Calebi youngeſt braher. And the 
ſpirit came wpon him , and he judged Iſracl, 
and went out towary , and ſaved Iſracl, and 
the lard had reft forty years. Bur they yer 
finned both againſt lghr and loye , and choyſe 
mercies 2, Therefore che Lord flirexgtbened 
Eglon the king of Mcab againſt Iſrael, and 
be ſmote them, and poſſeſſed the city of 
Palm-Trees , and they ſerved bim eighteene 
years. Had they been perfeRt in the work of 
their generation , and had they obeyed the com- 
mands of the Lord , the world could not have 
prevailed againſt chem in that diſpenſations Bur 
they did evil, | yet the Lord again raiſes up ag- 
other deliverer » Ehud the ſon of Gera a Ben- 
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Jamite, be ſlew Eglon, and warred againff 
Moab , and overcame thew, aud Iſrael! had 
reſt fourſcore years , Judg, 3. Chap, When 
he was dead, Iſrael yet fixned : Thorefore 
the third time, the Lord ſold them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canamn, whortigned in 
Haz,or : be had nine bundred Charrets of 
iron 8 and be mightily oppreſſed Iſrael twemty 
years, But they cryed wnto the Lord, and be 
was ap aine intreated , becauſe bis mercy in- 
dureth for ever : And he raiſed up Deltve- 
rers for them, Dr:borab the Propheteſſe, and 
Barak the ſon of Abinoam , by whom the 
Lord wrought a great ſalvation in that day. 

The Lord diſcomfited Siſera the Captars of 
Tubing boſt, all bis Iron-Charrets , and his 
whole hoſt, with the edg of the ſword, and 
they all fell, that not a man was left. So 
the hand of [ſracl prevailed , untill they had 

deftroyed Fabin king of Canaan, 7udg. 4.

No: withſtinding , they Sauned n0ain unto 
their hurt : O rebellious and hard hearted 
children! are ye nor yer melced down into un- 
fained obedience for all this? And tbe Lord 
delivered them into the hand of Midian, 
who prevailed againſt [ſrarl ſeayen years. 
They cauſed Iſrael almoſt ro deny their diſpen« 
fation , and to hide themſelves in holes y and 
cayes inthe rocks, and mountainez : ad whey 
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Iſrael had ſown they came up , and deftroyed 
the increaſe of the earth, and left no ſufte- 
vaxce for Iſrael , neithey ſheep, nor ex , nor 
(ſe: they came np into the land without 
wumber to deſtroy it , and Iſrael was greatly 
impoveriſhed becanſe of them. Then they 
again cry wneo the Lord in their need , who 
15 onely able to ſaye , 2nd Whom they forgot in 
their proſperitic. ( Health , Rrengoth , riches, 
honour , pleaſure , ſweet enjoyments , are 
eſtranged from the way of God , where the 
heart is wedded unto them z they cauſe the 
poor emPty creature to forget God , they will 
not. heare untill the «ſtray comes to be under the 
hand of deep afflition , ſomtimes of burning 
diſpleaſure , of wrath , and judgment,) And 
the Lord raiſed rp 4 Saviour, Gideon the 
ſon of Joaſh, in an extraordixary manner , 
with ſure tokens of Deliverance + and verily 
we may fay of him , his work was more mar- 

cllous , in the beginniog , and progrefle of it, 
then of many of the Judges. And Midian 
was ſubdued before Iſracl , that they lifted 
up their heads xo more, and the Land had 
reſt forty years, Judg. 6, 7. and 8, Chap. 
Thus Jehovah , the Lord, cauied his mercy to 
abound above their fin, in giving them reſt , 
more then the years of their trouble, Jt came 
to paſſe, when Giacon was dead, I[rael twr- 
wed. again, and made Baal-Berith ny 
Gods 
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God , and remembred not the God who had 
delivered thems ont of the hands of all thetr 
enemies now on every fide + they ſerved the 
gods of Ziden , Syria, Mob » Ammon, 
and of the Philiftines , dumb idols, ſtocks 
and ſtones , fuch was their blindneſs of migde. 
Therefore the Lord now ſold them into the 
hand of the Philiflines , and the children of 
Ammon (|f Gods own people fin, he will pre= 
pare a ſconrge for them; sf the righteous man 
forſake bus way, God will ftirr up enemies 
unto him. Selomon had neither adverſary , 
»or Exit eccurrent , wntil be loved firange 
women , and ſerved the idols; bur then he 
had both.) ard they weed, and opprefſed 
them fore eighteen years, Thentbey cred, 
aud confeſſed their ſin. But now the Lord is 
ſore grieved with their provocations , and his 
ſoule Loathes their iniquities 2 wherefore he 
faith , 7 have delivered you, yet ye have 
forſaken me, and ſerved other Gods : There- 
fore [ will deliver you no more ; go. and ory 
wnnto the pods which ye bave choſen, let 
them deliver you , in the time of your tribune» 
lation. But they put away the ftrange Gods 
from among them, and the Lerd was intrea- 
red of them, And be delivered them by the 
hand of Jephtah the Guleadite , who ſmote 
the children of Ammon with a very great 
flanghter , and ſubdued them before Iſrael. 
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Jwag. 1 ©. and 1 1.Chap. But alas, ſurely' their 
hearts are hardened , and -they ye: forger their 
mercies , and fin againſt the Lord their God : 
Therefore they are delivered into the band of 
tbe Philiftines fourty years , who are now 
become Lords over them, Frena this fore judg- 
ment, Sampſon, 4 Natarite unto God , or 
a man of the yowe, dedicated to the ſervice of 
his God , is borne, to begin a deliverance for 
Irael, Jadg. 13.14 15. 16;Chap. 

The breach of Gods command , and the 
half-doing , or negleRing of our Generation- 
work, and finnirg agnnlt light and merci, 
leaves us open and nzked toa common- ene» 
mie , weakens our hands exceedingly ; czuſes 
God to ſhut his Eares and LOVE - GATES 
2gain(t us , at leaſt for a time t for, as Ge- 
neration-work is of greateli weight ; eſpecially 
now 1t ſo univerſally reſp:Rs whole Zion , and 
carrys in the womb of ir a chorough deliverance 
for all ; an1 isno lefſe then the faith of rhou- 
ſands ; and as Golds deſigne therein is. a lwayes 
greateſt, deepeſt, mcſt general and wonderful, 
ſo 3 wilful negle& chereia, is a peoples grea» 
reſt-fin , and gives Satan the greateſt adyan- 
rage againſt che whole, Alfo y, the tempta» 
tions of Saran is ſtrongeſt and deepeſt agaiaſt 
that , and it is moſt likely for us to miſcarry 
therein , where there 1s not a very (trj&t watch 
oyer our own hearts. Jf he can but cauſe us 
0 
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co take up,any thing elſe, that may have a ſhew 
in icof _ holyneſs , faith , love, ſobrie- 
ty, ſelf-denyal z or to preſs any other grace, 
duty, work , chat does but crofſe, or come 


ſhorrof the preſent work ; ot yet to be ſo nar- 


row , and private-ſpirited , as onely to minde 
what is of uſe, for experience, and comfort unto 
our inward man, and to think all others our 
of the way , that run got with as in the ſame 
line , ſo to be jadging , and cenſurning our 
Brethren , that waite for the HOPE of 
Iſrael , as raſh, fooliſh, and heady', Sa- 
t2n well knows , that hereby we ſhall grieve 
the ſpirit in our fellow-members, bz a ftum- 
bliag-block , and an offence to many, and 
caſt a cloud upon the faith , .love , mournigg- 
ſpirit , and hopes of the Saints: and hope de- 
ferred (as the wiſe man faich} waketh the 
heart fick : how much more then , when ic 
ſeems to be cut off ? Veaii'y, we have ſom» 
times chought {we ſhould gladly acknowledg 
it, if our judgments be amiſſc ; yea, ic would 
be joy to us to fee another mwaer of ſpirit) 
that when ſome have been preſſing love upon 
their Brethren , there has been at home, real- 
ly, molt, want of love uaco che preſent work, 
wherein we might ſerve God accepiably. Bres 
thren,our Exhortation is, that we be all jealous, 
leſt we ſerve any defigne of Satan, 


Ia theſe nocable and fiogular examples of the 
Judees, 
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Judges » which we have but mentioned , we 
| haye the yery ſpirit agd work of the ARtive« 
Diſpeaſation , without doubt or cloud cleared; 
They were raiſed up at ſuch a time, when If- 
rael was very low , and had no way, or 


means of Deliverance left: And having recei- . 


ved the ſpirit of their diſpenſation (which was 
their anoygtivg and principal , ſomerimes their 
onely call, ) they immediately wen: about their 
work , which was, to ſubdve thoſe that kept 
Ifracl in bondage, and opprefled them, This 
was mneged, and catried on, by outward 
meanes , through this ſpirit, ia an ordinary 
way yg according to right reaſon , and judg- 
ment. And how ſucceſsfal they were therein, 
hath already appeared. Now, if we are un- 
der the Attive- Difpenſation , there muſt needs 
be a people of the ſame ſpirit, who will account 
it no leſſe then their duty, to be laying out 
chemſelyes to the urmoſt, in a way of D O E- 
ING, according to the light , and fpirit the 
Father bath given unto them.

Their firſt negleRt 
opened the gap for Satan, aad he is not eafily 
rebuked , nor caſt out , where he has once got 
a hold. Thus he againe prevailed through his 
EE mpcations , as he had now ſured them to the 
preſent ſtate of the diſpenſation in its height of 
pertcRion nnder the Kings : wherein we might 
have ſome more light, had we time to trace 
him thorough that ligne, From this time the 
olory of the houſe of David was eclipſed, 
and ileflened_ten degrees of twelve z and the 
brightneſs of Iſrael waxed thin z And the 
kingdome was rent , and divided inthe third 
Generation.

Were it not for this 
light,che myftery of iniquity would not be known 
in its invifible workings , bur the night of dark- 
neſs and ignorance , as ir is ſtill upoa many 
hearts in thick clouds, would cover the earth, 
and the waile world abide wpon all ſpirit s : 
Neither would the foundation of the preſent 
civil Powers , ever have been queſtioned , or 
found to be of the old Serpent 2 Or ſhould we 
haye ſeen , that the qualifications , and call of 
Civil - Magiſtrates , is beyond natural endow- 
meats , and yertues, acquired gifrs, wiſdome 
of this werld (for they that are not other wayes 
qualified , 2nd of another manner of ſpirit , 
is ho better then the ſeed of the Serpent , who

V I, In the former Diſpenſation , the ſaints 
were to uſe no outward meanes for deliverance, 
that the ſcriptures might be fulfilled ; and with= 
al co be ſubje to civilepowers , and to follow 
peace with all men + Now, becauſe of that 
light that is given forth , they cannot own the 
powers in being as the ordinance of Cod g can- 
aot ſubmit unco them. Bur this light is not at 
all ſuitable unto the Diſpenſation of ſuffering. 
Now if we are under the Active - Diſpen- 
ſation , it is endoubtedly lawful , and required 
of ſaints , having received the lighc , ani ſpirit 
of their work, to atcempt the beginning , and 
carrying on thereof againſt the deftcuftive , op- 
prefſive intereſts , which are called powers and 
ordinances , that once Gods creation may have 
reſt, ſeeing iris even prem(ſed from the Fad. 
And herein we doe not now fo much look for 
fignes and wonders , and immediate judgments 
(though ſurely we limit not the holy one of. If- 
racl , neither ſay that the work ſhall not be 
much helped thereby , and eſpecially when ic 
comes to a greater perfection , and begins to 
grapple with che mightieft Potencatesgand when 
ghe Fewes come in, and neare the end of it. )

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as that God will blefſe , and proſper his people 
in che uſe of meanes , be it licele or much. In 
our cxample, the name, and honour of the God 
of Iſracl, and the tights and deliverance of his 
people were very great motives unto aRion: 
When the God of Iſrael,and his people were re- 
proached , and dlaſphemed , when Iſrael was 
captiva.ed, invaced or opprefſed ; when men 
would take away their rights , and fimpoſe 
their own Government , power , and Lordſhip 
upon them ; when men dealt treacherouſly , 
and diſhonourably in their cruſt ; Then that 
noble ſpirit that was given in that time, and 
Diſpenſation , was cftcRually provoked unto 
the work which we have already touched upone 
But now we haye a deeper ground in the decree, 
covenant , oath, and purpoſe of God ; blood 
of the maſſacred , and murdered faints , that 
have died for the witxeſſe of Feſus , in flames, 
priſons , grievous tortures, and inhumane , 
bucchetly deaths , in /raly , Rome , England , 
Londow, France, Paris, Holland , Sa- 
v0) , Valley of Piedmont , ny » CC 
By the ſayage, mercilefle , blood-thitrſty perſe» 
cutors , and feed of the ſerpent, who haye 
exceeded the monſtrons cruel beafts , in their 
fiery , | bloody , wrathful perſecutions of inno» 
cents » harmleſle ones, pretious faines. O the 
gry of blood! how deep, how loud fs it? 
How heayy will the judgment be _ ic 
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falls, ſeeing God has not at all reckoned yer, 
bur there is millions of murders, and ten 
thouſands of thouſands that has beea commit- 
red with the face of authority, and yet to be 
avenged? Beſides now the ſpirit of delivs- 
rauce powtred down in ſome droppings , and 
pretious dew, Hence, if the ſaints doe not 
now giye themſelyes upto the work of our diſe 
penſarion in this our day, they (in aguinſt 
light, loye, deliverance, the hope of cheir 
brethren , the motions of the ſpirit , their own 
profeſſion and teſtimony , which they have gi- 
ven unto the truth,” Brethren, could we (tir 
up, and proyoke your love , we would fay 
more z but indeed that cannot be done but by 
the power of God , and loye: therefore we 
leayeit to him, 


VII. Becauſe of the light, and principle 
of the preſent Diſpenſation , che ſaints cannot 
fit down here , in the preſent enjoyments of the 
world, trades, pleaſures , and relations , though 
they were made Princes, and great Men, and

Foraſmuch , as through this Diſpenſation , 
the ſaints ſhall gaine whar of natural right, in 
reſpeR of Goyernmeat, and dominion, was loſt 
in the Fall ; we humbly propound this princi-

The AQtye-Diſpenſation , is that wherein 
the ſaints are called , and ſhall be raiſed up by 
God to war, and contend with Powers , and 
Potentatss: And T HEY SHALL 
TAKE FROM THEM THE 
KINGDOME, we meane largely , wn 
der the whole beaven, Dan. 7. 18,27, Ic 
is the very ſame with the work of the fone, 
mentioned Day. 2. Chap. which is cut out, 
framed, and compoſed by God , to ſmite, 
and break in pieces, on Geds part, and the 
account of his purpole, ſuch as are in poſſeſſion 
of the inhericance , and for which the hwndred 
forty and forty thowſand , Revel, 14.Chap. 
are gathered , raifed up, uniced , and ſpirited. 
The clearcft rype we have of this ia ſcripture, is 
Jofhna , in thoſe ative wars he made agaiaft 
all che inhabitants of the Land, We ſay, a« 
ive watrs , becauſe they were made mecerly 
upon the account of the promiſe made to &= 
braham , and has ſeed, His work aroſe pro» 
perly from that very root , and was not ſo much 
in revenge of wrorg , or becauſe of oppreſſion 
upon the outward inan, So the Lord _— 

x 
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red them out of Eg ypt, not ſa much becauſe 
they were opprefled with grievous bondage 
(which neverthelefſe was the wiſe hand of pro- 
vidence to them , at ſuch a time, to provoke 
theic zeale, ) but becauſc be had promiſed to 
deliver them: at the end of four bunarecd 
years, and to give them the land of Canaan 
for their inheritance. 

Who ſees not , that this diſpenſation is moſt 
clearly of a divers nature from what all the 
ſaints, and witneſſes of Jeſus have been un- 
ger allche times of Antichriſtianiſme , Atheiſm, 
the fourth beaſt , and fince the time of Chriſt ? 
Ir is crue, the ſaints have ſometimes warred a- 
Gainſt their enemies in Germany , and other 
parts , in the time of the 42. 2o»etbs; but 
they have been only defenſive, and it was be- 
cauſe they were not ſuffered to live peaceably, 
and to worſhip God accordigg to their light 
and conſciences , and therefore they were not 
therein uader an zRiye, bur paſſive Diſpenſa- 
tion, Neither did they at all Rciye or contend 
upon the account of the kinedome , or upon 
avy other ſcore then their particular enjoyment. 
Or yet refuſed they to give obedience to civil 
Magiſtrates : tor as the truchs they witneſſed 
yeere in the-fumme of them, the Prieſt/y, and 
Prophetioal Offices of Chrift, fo they only 
contended , by theord and prayer , agairft 
thoſe perſons and things , which oppoſed and 


eclip- 
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eclipſed thoſe truths , as Popery , Prelacy, 
&c. Now on the contrary , as the truth we 
are principally ro contend for (as the work of 
the preſent day and time) is his Kingly Office, 
and the adminiſtration of it, in righteous Go 
yernment , and diſtribution of true Juſtice, 
over the nations: ſo we are therein neceſſarily 
engaged with the word and ſword , againſt all 
oppoſing that truth , which is all Ancichriftian 
intereſt , but moſt eminently , and (ignally the 
civil powers of Amtichriſt , or the falle and 
fained Governments cf nations , which hath ſo 
faire, and deep an impreſſion of the o/d Drgs« 
gox upon them, 

This principle ( this paſſive princple) of de- 
feaſive warr, in caſe of unſufferable cruelty and 
oppreſſion ,. and a likely way be offered in rea. 
ſon, to prevaile and oyercome , has alſo been 
owned by many in our nation , and preached 
by Miniſters; and yet they have therein been 
ſhort, of the light, and principle of the A- 
Aive-Diſpenſation. 

Now therefore, that we are impriſoned aad 
opprefled, ard that ſuch grievous tyranny: is 
exerciſed , is not the call ro our work; bur yer 
are potable motives to awaken , and proyoke 
us thereuato, In this latter Diſpenſation , the 
Covenant , and the promiſe, and the miniftra- 
tion of light and ſpirit, we humbly conceiye 
to be the call unto the ſaints, to #4ke the king* 


dome » 
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dome. To ſpeak now of tolerating liberty cf 
conſcience in mans ſence z of outward free- 
dome and proteQtion , is but a vaine thing , 
and an idletale men may pleaſe children with. 
Except Chuift and the faints have the kingdome 
accordisg to their right, and that all domi- 
nion and power be taken from the wordly ſpi- 
Yit and ſeed, wecannot be fatisfied. ' |

Or ſhould the ſouls of them which were behead- 
ed for the witneflz of Jeſus, and for the Word of 
God, and which has not worſhipped-the beaſt, 
neither his image, nor have received his mark 
ppon their foreheads or in their hands, live and 
reign with Chriſt this thouſand years upon the 
earth, ] as the plain text ſaith they ſhall, Rev.20. 
4. Bur leaſt thac ſingle teftimony ſhould not * 
be ſufficient with ſome, we will inſtance three 
Seriprure Arguments for proof of this point, 
which are of one accord herewith, and but a little
